In the life of Sir Astley Cooper it is 
said that he requited his coachman to at 
tend every market morning at Smith i.old, 
and purchase all lame young horses ex 
posed for sale which he thought m ghl 
possibly be convertible into carriage or 
saddle horses, should they recover from 
their defects. He was never to give more 
than 7 pounds sterling for each, but 
pounds sterling was the average price 
In this manner thirty or fort.' bors/jo 
were sometimes collected at Gaelisbrid :e. 
his farm. On a stated morning every 
week the blacksmith came up from the 
village, anil the horses were in successive 
order caught, haltered, and brought to 
him for inspection. 

Having discovered the cause of their 
lameness, he proceeded to perform whai 
ever seemed to him necessary for the cure 
The imi rovement produced in a short 
time by good feeding aud medical attend 
auce, such as few horses before or sin e 
have enjoyed, appeared truly wonderful. 
Horses which were at iirst with diiiiculty 
driven to pasture, because of their halt, 
were now with tis much diiiiculty re 
strained from running away. Even one 
fortnight at Gaelisbridgo would fre- 
quently produce such an alteration in 
some of them that it . equired no uuskill 
fui eye in the former owner himself to 
recognize the animal which be had sold but 
a few weeks before Mfty guineas were 
paid for one of these animals, which 
turned out a very good bargain, and Sir 
Astley's carriage was for years drawn by 
a pair of horses which together cost him 
only lv pounds ill shillings sterling. 

We believe a similar business to that of 
•■"tr Astley ( ooper is carried on by a chiss 
of horse dealers in iS'ew York and other 
large cities. Lame and otherwise worth- 
less horses are bought for a few dollars 
and taken to the country, where the 
change to pasture diet, the needed rest, 
and the watchful and careful treatment of 
the owner frequently transforms a worth 
less horse into a valuable animal. 



Hints en Summer Diet. 

(The Cook.] 

Milk is a very important summer diet, 
but should he used in moderation or it is 
liable to produce ill effects. Drink it in 
small inouthfuls and rest a moment be 
tween them. Dyspeptic persons tire ad 
vised to heat the milk a few moments lie 
fore drinking. That treatment breaks the 
butter globules and renders digestion 
easier. 

We strongly recommend skimmed milk 
and fresh buttermilk as summer drinks, in- 
stead of ice water. Tho ice water dys- 
pepsia, a common malady during the 
summer months, mav be entirely relieved 
by using small quantities of freshly- 
churned buttermilk, accompanied by what 
is known as a moderately dry diet. 

Breakfast should not be a heavy met]'; 
and hot food should bo used in modera- 
tion, Hot tea and coiTee liberally par 
taken often prevents one from feeling 
comfortable all day. Radishes ice colli, 
oatmeal crackers and milk, a dainty slice 
of cold lamb, fresh fruit and ..old as 
paragus, present a breakfast tL. I. makes 
hot weather a luxury.

THE CONGO STATE. 

The Now York Hat-aid publishes under 
reservation a lotter from a London cor- 
respondent in which accusations of a very 
Berioua character are made against Mr. 
Stanloy and the new Dongo Htuto. The 
oommunioation is baaed on information 
obtained from a friend of the correspond- 
ent now in the employ of the Congo as- 
sociation. It is stated that one of the 
firat articles signed by any one going into 
the service of the association is one of 
secrecy regarding the management of 
affairs in the new state. All communica- 
tion with people at home on this subject 
is prohibited. This, says the correspond- 
ent, is the key note all through. "Were 
the truth, or oven half of it, known, the 
Congo Freo State would be tenantlosa. 
The whole affair is managed from the 
Brussels puffing office, where men, or 
rather victims, are engaged, and where 
the association has in its employ skilful 
agents whose duty it is to give specious 
promises and flowery accounts of the 
climate and of the administration of the 
oountiy. Everything appears through 
their eyes coleur tie rose. Every engage- 
ment of employment is made for throe 
years and so signed by the victims, who 
may wonder, perhaps, why the clause re- 
specting any communication home on the 
Btate of the administration, etc., is so 
rigidly impressed upon them. Their na- 
tural inquiry is why such secrecy should 
be necessary if there wero nothing to con- 
ceal. Then 'icy remember all that the 
agents have told them as to its being a 
good thing, and t'niiiliy they go out volun - 
tarily gagged and blindfolded." 

Sevoral extracts are given from letters 
written by the informant of the corres- 
pondent, who is said to be a strung man, 
inured to hardships, and possessing pre- 
vious experiences derived from travel in 
South Africa and remote parts of Austra- 
lia. The letters denounce the whole af- 
fair as "one vast swindle. The king of 
the Belgians supplies lots of money, but 
the committee spend it. Only about ono- 
fourth ever reaches the people for whom 
it is intended." In another letter he says 
that half his station has been blown away 
by a tornado, and that he is laid up with 
ulcers, which are a common complaint. 
He congratulates himself, however, on 
having beon free from fever for a few 
days. The climate seems to bo fatal to 
Europeans. In one letter it is said that 
moo are dying like sheep. In tho letter 
just quoted the following paragraph ap- 
pears: 

"A mail went down yesterday telling of 
another dead man and carrying down one 
dying, also two others so ill that they aro 
obliged to leave the country for homo. 
You can tell everybody that this is noth- 
ing but a graveyard and a swindle, and 
that I shall take the first chance to leave 
that offers." 

In the last letter, which is dated March 
26th, the writer says: 

"My health is very bad. I am at pres- 
ent laid up with ulcers. Curse the conn 
try and its — ! There is nothing but 
death, disease and discontent. The peo- 
ple who ought to supply u« with food fail 
entirely. Wo are badly fed, badly looked 
after, there being but ouo doctor to 
150 men living 000 miles apart." 

"You are mistaken in thinking that a 
commission will mend matters. Tho first 
commissioners that come out to see the 
country will mostly die, and the few that 
survive will give such a roport that the 
whole expedition will bo knocked on the 
head, free state and all, and Europe will 
see how she has been humbugged. " 

The Herald expresses the hope that tha 
account given by the writer is exaggerat- [ 
ed and expresses the discontent of one m- i 
dividual rather than a faithful picture of 
the actual facts. It is naturally loathe to 
believe that Stanley, whose fame is to a | 
large extent reflected back upon the Her- 
ald which first brought him into public 
notice, would willingly be a party t" such 
an unmitigated fraud. It says, however, 
that since his celebrated search for Liv- 
ingstone it is quite possible that .Stanley's 
head may have been slightly turned by

Tho 
mad contained, besides the usual 
letters, several hundred samples of teas, 
put up in small tin boxs and addressed 
to Chicago merchants. Hereafter Chicago 
mails from the Orient will go by way of 
the Suez canal and will be recoived iu 
New York first. 

Sr. Louis, Aug. 13. — Tho defonco of 
Maxwell, the alleged murderer of Arthur 
Prellor, will probably bo that no murder 
was committed at all.

The journal contends that if 
England concludes a similar allianco with 
Turkey, war will be imminent. 

London, Aug 13. — A dispatch received 
this afternoon from Shanghai confirms tho 
recent roport to the effect that the Rus- 
sians had occupied the island of Quelpoert, 
at. the entrance to the Yellow Sea, south 
of the Corean peninsula, and some 40 
miles to the north east of Port Hamilton, 
recently reported as occupied by England. 
Russian troops are erecting formidable 
forts on tho island, and otherwise adding 
to its defensive arrangements. Tho news 
caused little or no excitement in official 
circles here, as Quelpoert has not a single 
harbor, and its coasts are exp 'Sod to tho 
full blasts of the monsoon, and being high 
and rocky are exceedingly dangerous to 
navigation. 

ENGLAND. 

GIBRALTAR, Aug. 13 —A British steam- 
ship lien quarautmed off Mersell Kebir, 
Algeria, with four cases of cholera on 
board. One person has died of tho dis- 
ease on the same steamer. 

London, Aug 13.— Mrs. Mark Patter- 
son, the finances of Sir Charles Dilke, is 
iu India on a pleasure tour. On learning 
of the scandal with which the name of her 
intended husband is connected, she im- 
mediately telegraphed Sir Charles to an- 
nounce their engagement publicly. 

Tho Pall Mall Gazette states that a 
member of the r..yal commission to in- 
quire into the depression iu trado was 
flogged publicly in this city this afternoon 
for the seduction of his assailant's daugh- 
ter. A reporter of tho Gazetto immed- 
iately after the Hogging interviewed the 
assailant. The hitter said : "I shall flog 
the betrayer of my child whenever ho 
crosses my path. You may publish my 
name provided you publish his. If he 
feels aggrieved he can take action against 
mo. I shall only bo too glad to meet him 
iu any way. I have no fear that ho will 
be plucky enough to face me in court. I 
have not done with him yet." The re- 
porter then called on tho man who had 
received the thrashing, and usked for his 
sido of the story. The gentleman said: 
"The story told to you by my assailant 
is nonsense. I havo not beon flogged; 
tho man struck mo with a stick and abused 
me. It is merely a caso of blackmail. 
Tho statement that I havo betrayed his 
daughter is absolutely false " The names 
of the parties to the scandal havo not yet 
been made public.

Tho services wero opened by Bingillg 
tho 00!) I h hymn after which Dr. Suther- 
land offered prayer, tho assembly joining 
in the Lord's prayor.

Rev. Mr. Pollard read a scripture les- 
son in an impressive manner. 

Rev. Mr. Percival introduced Dr. Suth- 
erland ox-presidont of the Toronto con- 
ference and general secretary of the Metho- 
dist missions Dr Sutherland spoke elo- 
quently upon tho grand monument to be 
erected in God's service.

ill o i i-y mi extra outside ornameins, for a 
chinch consecrated to almighty tS-.d and 
in dent, was in .rtgaged to the devil. He be- 
lieved It is a good custom which la in 
vnijue in BolUo Communities where a 
Bishop will nut dedicate a church until it 
is tree fr. on delit He ouj .iued them to he 
c urageous and keep good heart in 
the noble work — to bring in all the people 
they Could and teach them to embrace the 
Lord Jesus Christ. To gu among those 
who have not, as yet, joined with any de- 
nomination of religion and save thorn. % Ho 
referred logically to tho mission of Meth- 
odism, to roach tho masses, and the facil- 
ities uttered, also the doctrines and all the 
direct f Tees f..r conversion. The itiner 
ancy of the people was dwelt upon and 
most gtaphically presented, and the social 
means uf grace. There sh. mid be some- 
thing for everyone to do so that this iinii- 
chalenthalf way enthusiasm, this jolly fish 
interest manifested by the indolent mem- 
bers might, he transformed into active ser- 
vice in tho field of God's battle. They 
wero directed to leaven churches, let 
them bo tho friends of all and avoid all 
denominational quarrels; he did not be- 
liovo there were too many denominations, 
there was room for all. Whenever he 
hoard a man crying too many denomina- 
tions he usually founu that although will- 
ing to sco any of the other denominations 
dispensed with the man never wanted tho 
disposal of his own.

(Before lion. -Mr. Justice Cray.) 

Thursday, Aug. 13. 

J. McB. Smith vs. Tait and Tanner — 
This case was resumed at 11 a. m. 

Mr. Davie said that ho wished two 
other things answered by counsel for 
plaintiff — why they allowed the contrac- 
tor to gu on knowing he was insolvent and 
furnishing him goods and alau keeping tho 
matter frum tho knowledge uf the sure- 
ties . 

Mr. Thompson, foreman of tho jury, 
asked his lordship if it was necessary for 
them to remain while the points wero be- 
ing argued. 

His lordship said i* was, and he had no 
doubt th it they would ho deeply inter- 
ested in the argument, as it was one that 
greatly concerned the public. 

Mr. Yates in answer to the first point 
that tho agreement was not annexed to tho 
bond*, cited Hurlstouep 31 on bonds. It 
had been proved that the bond and ayreo 
inont had never been annexed, but they 
were both signed by the bondsmen; and 
had the same effect as though annexed. 
Tho second point was involved in the 
first. The third point was that timo was 
not tho essence o( tho contract; with re- 
gard tu this he took it that the whole con- 
tract must be taken together. Although 
the lime for Completion was stated under- 
neath the clone it was perfectly uude'r- 
etood that l ho building was to bo com- 
pleted at a certain due, .lit 30th Sep- 
tember The fourth point Was that plain- 
tiff hnl not proud statement uf claim. 
The plaintiff hy Air Leslie proved that 
the cm r.ictor h oi given up the job They 
had proof that oilier tenders had been 
called f .r ami the lowest accepted, and 
had pr ivud also the extra amount paid by 
Mr. Smith tn finish the work; tho wholo 
evidence aul llllt ed ti ro nut their .itato- 
inent uf claim. The next [mint was that 
there was no contract at tune the bond 
was signed; In- contended that they were 
simultaneous in gn far a; their effect 
though signed at different periods and 
that i ho defendants having signed the 
bond which recited the existence uf a con- 
tract were estopped from denying its ex 
istence and the evidence clearly prove that 
tho agiceuieni produced was the one re- 
ferred in. Tho fixth [i tint was that ma- 
terial was bough! fur the contractor after 
knowing his insolvency, and nut inform- 
ing the sureties uf the same. 

His lordship here said that any alter- 
ation of a contract which injuriously af- 
fected the sureties, made without their 
consent, discharged the sureties from 
their agreement, 

Mr. Yntes, continuing, said supposing 
such goods wero supplied tho contractor, 
it was enabling him to carry out tho con- 
tract and if he hud carried it out entire 
the sureties would nut have boon called 
on; it helped the sureties, and the sureties 
received benefit if material was supplied 
and the work thus hurried. If tho sure- 
lies wore injured they wero only to tho 
extent uf tho goods supplied by Mr. 
Smith. 

His lordship here stated that no matter 
how good the principle between Mr. Smith 
and Mr. Lawson, yet if they had trans- 
acted business against the principle of the 
bund, had mule payments before times 
stated in the bond, then tho suretioa had 
aright to ask them to explain why. 

Mr. Yates said that if the sureties wero 
injured to the extent of 8500, then they 
would bo relieved from that amount; but 
tho amount was placed in tho house in 
material and thoy were benefited by it. 
Ho submitted that they had furnished 
evidence Biifficieut to prevent a non- 
suit. 

Mr Davie cited Phillips vs. Foxchall, 
7 Queen's bench law reports, a case where 
surety was given for a collector, who had 
concealed amounts, and on a larger 
amount being defaulted tho surety wus 
Bued and discharged because the employer 
had nut notified the surety on the first 
| offence. Oounselctmtonded that Mr. Smith 
I had not notified tho sureties when thoy 
now Lawson tn be in an insolvent con- 



Westminster. The sureties were not 
aware of this. Mr. Smith no doubt acted 
as he thought perfectly right, but ho 
should not have paid the money in ad- 
vance of the, contract, but should havu 
gone to tho sureties and told them that 
their man was not able to get material; 
ho then would have been safe. But tho 
building was not completed as staled in 
the contract before payments were made; 
the condition of tho building could bo 
booh from the street, and the sureties of 
course would say it is all right, There 
was clearly shown that 81300 should havu 
boon in band when the sureties were no- 
tified on the 30th September. Could any 
human boing then say that the sureties 
should bo responsible when the money 
was paid in defiance of the contract ( In 
his opinion they wore not responsible. It 
was a fatal alteration in the contract, and 
ho could not see how the case could go to 
tho jury. It was not fur them but for the 
Court to decide. Ha regretted to say 
that this should bo the ease, not because 
uf any personal feeling, for it was alto- 
gether a clear point uf law. Mr. Smith 
should have been mi bis guard; he had 
required surety, and in his evidence 
showed that ho doubted his contractor's 
solvency, and should have notified the 
sureties. His legal opinion was that by 
the deviation from tho contract the sore- 
ties wero released from all obligation It 
was a matter in which the architect's 
knowledge should have protected Mr. 
Smith, and the hitter's intelligence guard- 
ed against. He therefore would havu to 
direct a non-suit to be colored It was 
through no fault of plaintiff 's counsel that 
this was dime, for the case was virtually 
tlecided before the matter came ilitu 
cnurt, nn the one pmvicular which caused 
him to order a nun suit 

His Lordship then thanked the jury for 
their attendance and discharged them.

A lower ton- 
dor was refused bee . use no surety could 
bo obtained. Liws m's tender was next 
and was accepted because sureties wore 
found fur its fulfilment. Individuals had 
nn riuht to lend themselves as sureties as 
a mere matter of form; it was a matter uf 
substance, and the law regarded it as such. 
If any material alteration was made it al- 
tered tho contract and discharged tho 
sureties. As to Mr. Davie's first objec- 
tion he would not hold it sufficient ground 
to prevent the case going to the jury. 
Apart from this they all recognized tho 
bond and lilt; agreement ; the second point 
was that time was not an essence of the 
contract, but stroll a timo was stipulated 
and was perfectly understood by all par- 
ties. The other points rai.-5'cd would not 
prevent him .sending tho matter to the 
jury. They now came to that which was 
tiie turning point uf the caso.

Davis was arrested, tried summarily, and 
Benlenced to six months imprisonment 
with hard labor and a fine of 8100, and 
costs, or in default another six months 
imprisonment. Tho ciptuin's wound was 
very serious, although it is not expected 
to prove fatal.

Heavy Customs Seizure at Ma- 
nn lino. 

On Saturday morning Mr 15. H. Smith, 
collector of customs, accompanied by Mr.

The seized 
goude comprised: Fifty gentlemen's 
watch chains, nicely arranged on black 
cloth, and ten packages of brooches, ear- 
rings, lockets, sloevo studs, rings, watch 
charms, shirt buttons, etc., enough to 
stock a good sized jewelry shop. On tho 
goods being found Davidson exclaimed, 
"You've got my jewelry at last." He then 
made a clean breast of it, and staled that 
they had brought the jewelry from Se- 
attle and passed it through Victoria con- 
cealed about their persons, somo of it be- 
ing concealed in their Blockings, and they 
thought they were all right when they 
successfully got clear of Victoria. It was 
their intention to sell the jewelry at the 
different places in the province, and Da- 
vidson said he had more jeivelry coming, 
but that it would bo entered in tho custom 
house and the duty paid. Tho custom 
officers confiscated the smuggled giods, 
and tho collector at once made the usual 
report to tho minister of customs. We

DEFRAUDING JL1FJE INSUR- 
ANCE COMPANIES. 

Was the Woman BXnrderedt 

Paterso.v, Now Jersey, August 11. — 
The coroner of Patoraon, accompanied by 
tho chief of police, tho coroner of Hunt- 
er's Point, Lone; Island, and a couple of 
physicians, went to tho Lutheran ceme- 
tery near tho latter place to-day to ex- 
hume tho body of a woman. On tho way 
to Lliu eemutory Chief of Police Grant 
told a representative of the Associated 
PreBs the following story: 

"For two years past a family named 
Bauer, occupying a highly respectable po- 
sition in society, have lived at Halidon, 
near Patterson. Thoy had previously re- 
sided in New York cily, and uppearod to 
be people of wealth. Early in last June 
Mrs. Bauor was taken sick, and aftor ten 
days' illness died, as certified by tho at- 
tending physioiun, of peritonitis. Mr. 
Bauer seemed to feel the loss of his wife 
deeply and had an extensive funeral. 
The memory of tho into Mrs. Bauer had 
almost died out in Halidon, when some 
strange rumors got afloat which startled 
tho community. It was learned that Mrs. 
Bauer's life had boon heavily insured in 
several companies, and sumo pecular cir- 
cumstances surrounding her illness and 
death led to a suspicion that sho had been 
murdered in order to obtain tho amount 
of tho insurance and defraud the compa- 
nies. The total insurance on Mrs. Bauer's 
life was 853,000 It is understand that 
the Equitable Life Insurance company 
paid the amount of their pulicius before 
rumors of fraud got abroad. Tho officers 
..f the Mutual Reserve company, learning 
of the supposed foul play, after consult- 
ing with other companies decided to re- 
fuse payment until s thorough investiga- 
tion had been made. The theory advanced 
by them was that Mrs. Bauor had been 
poisoned or that she had been taken away 
and another body or u dummy buried in 
tho cemetery." 

On arriving at tho cemetory tho body 
was exhumed and tho coffin opened. Up- 
on being measured tho body was found to 
be six inches shorter than Mra. Bauer's 
height when sho was alive. One of tho 
physicians who had oxamined Mrs. Bauar 
when her application for insurance was 
put in, said that Mra. Bauor had a pug 
nose and light hair, while the corpse had 
a Grecian nose and dark hair, but he 
would not bo positivo on all particulars. 
Dra. Satturthwaite and Cheeseman of New 
York thou opened tho body and took out 
the intestines, which they oxamined and 
Healed up. They refused to give tho re- 
sult of the examination until they shall 
have made a more careful investigation in 
New York, whore tho intestines have 
boon sent. Tho body was again placed in 
the coffin and reinterred. Louis Bauer, 
the husband of the dead woman, to whom 
all the policies were payable, carries on a 
real estate agency at 180 Broadway, New 
York.

Connection or Ireland with Scotland. 

[Chicago Times.] 
Now that tho project of uniting Eng- 
land and France by means of n tunnel is 
abandoned, a scheme ia proposed for con- 
necting Ireland with Scotland. Tho 

? reposition la to connect Donaghadee, 
roland, with Port Patrick, ScotluntL Tho 
distance is twenty-one and a fourth miles. 
Donaghadeo 19 within twenty-two miles 
of Hclfast, and Port 1 ntrick hoi 
railway communications with all ptirtt 
of Scotland, England, and Wales. 
The estimated cost of the proposed tun- 
nel Is ti, 000,000 pounds sterling. Accu- 
rate soundings between the two points to 
he connected show the greatest depth of 
water to be 760 foet Tho proposition is 
to locf.te the tunnel 1.000 feet below low- 
water mark. A company has already 
heen formed for the purpose of carrying 
forward this stupendous undertaking. 
Funds are now being secured to sink bor- 
ings 1,000 feet deep and a foot in diame- 
ter at Uonaghadee and Port Patrick, to 
.test the nature of the rock. Should it be 
found to he favorable, there appears to bo 
a good prospect for the construction of 
the tunnel. 

The tunnol, if constructed, would revo- 
lutionize the passenger traffic between 
American ports and those of Great 
Britain. It would damage tjucenstown 
and Liverpool, hut be of immenso ad- 
vantage to places in the north of Ireland 
and Scotland It would undoubtedly 
cause tlie improvement of tho harbor at 
Lough Foyle, opposite Moville, and lead 
to the construct ion of a great city. Steam- 
ers bound from American pons to Glas- 
gow would stop aUl.ougb. royle for the 

Eurpose of landing passengers going to 
ondon or other towns In hnglund. 
Lough Foyle would he distant from Lou- 
don -J50 miles, which la twenty miles less 
than the present journey from (queens- 
town to London by the way of Holyhead 
Eleven hours' time would be saved in 
making the journey, aud the suffering of 
seasickness prevented. 

Architectural Inspirations and Mud Dollies 

[Atlantic; Monthly.] 

How unlike the growth of tho smart 
towns of our young west, which appear 
all to have heou cast in the sinno mold, or 
rather cut out by the same jig saw! There 
is notable architecture almost every- 
where in Mexico. Some of the humblest 
villages are ennobled by churches whose 
domes and towers would give them a 
proud distinction in the greatest cities of 
our commonplaca land. 

Tho architectural inspirations of Mexico 
como from Spain , the art has been trans- 
planted, not developed here Therefore 
it shows characteristics of the styles which 
mark Spanish architectural history. 
Gothic, however, is sparsely represented, 
and its influence is seldom traced. e.\copt 
In the light, atrial strivings of some 
purely Rcnaissau e towers.
